Willing to Adjust Differences By
Negotiations.

MUST FIND A CURE

American Capital Te Finance De Facto
Government, First Chlef Having
Discovered That He Cannot
Get Along Without It

Wazhington.—The de faclo govern-
ment of Mexico was Informally notl
fled through Elixeo Arredondo, ambas-
sador denignate, that tha United States
welcomad General Carranza's proposal
to adjust all pending differences be-
twean the two governments by direct
diplomatiec negotiation

Mr. Arredondo was lnformed of the
An'nlun government’s attitode in a
cor .dfuation with Secrelary Lansing
after the Iatter had conferred with
Prosldent Wllson, Later a formal note
confirmed the Ambassador’s report.

Immediately after the Cabinst meat-
ing Becretary Lansing left for a
month'a wvacatlon. Counsellor Polk
will administer the affairs of Lhe State
Department in his absence and meet
Mr, Arradondo In the informal disous
slons, at which a solution of the Mex!
can problems will be songht.

It {8 evident al the State Depart.
ment that officlals belleve an oppor-
tunity now has been presented out of
which come a means of glving tha de
facto government material ald fn ™
storing order through Mexico. Jt Is
known that the pacific nature of the
Mexican note which brought the crisis
batween the governments to an end ia
construed here as Indieating that Gen.
eral Carranzn, besldes being Impresszed
by American military prepuarations has
beon deeply Influenced by the pressure
and argument brought to bear on him
by friends In the United States, by
Europenn diplomats in Mexico City
and purtieularly by representutives of
many of the Latin-American powers,
The latter have exerted themselves to
the utmosat to avert war and to foster
in General Carranza’s mind the {dea of
Pan-American unity.

While the Immediats purpose of the
negotiations in which Secretary Lan.
sing's note Is the first step will be the
ovolution of some plan for traguilliz.
ing the border reglons, the dlscus-
glons may tuke a wider scope. Thered
